Dear Mr. Young: 

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of 
March 29, 2001, for records concerning various dossiers. Your request 
was received in this office on April 18, 2001. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and 
Investigations Index and a search of the Investigative Records 
Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence 
investigative records responsive to Hungary Operational Information, 
ZF010103W. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in 
accordance with Executive Order (EO) 12958. As a result of this 
review information has been sanitized from these records as it is 
currently and properly classified CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 
1.3(a)(3) and 3.4(b)(1) of EO 12958. This information is exempt from 
the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. 
Code 552 (b) (1) . Fees for processing this request are waived. A 
brief explanation of the applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.3(a) (3) of EO 12958 provides that information 
shall be classified CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized 
disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause damage to 
the national security. 

Section 3.4(b) (1) of EO 12958 provides that information 

more than 25 years old is exempt from automatic 
declassification if it would reveal the identity of a 
confidential human source, or reveal information about the 
application of an intelligence source or methods or reveal 
the identity of human intelligence source when the 
unauthorized disclosure of that source would clearly and 
demonstrably damage the national security interests of the 
United States. 
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Since the release of some of the information deleted from the 
records would result in an unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights 
of the individuals concerned, this information is exempt from the 
public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 
(b) (7) (C) . 

In addition, since the release of the information in the records 
would reveal the identity of confidential sources, it is exempt from 
public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b) (7) (D) of the 
FOIA. The significant and legitimate governmental purpose to be 
served by withholding is that a viable and effective intelligence 
investigative capability is dependent upon protection of confidential 
sources . 

The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial 
of your request. This denial is made on behalf of Brigadier General 
Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army Intelligence and 
Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under the FOIA. You 
may appeal this decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to 
file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your appeal 
must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of 
this letter. After the 60 day period, the case may be considered 
closed; however, such closure does not preclude you filing litigation 
in the courts. 

We have been informed by the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
that eight pages are withheld from public disclosure pursuant to Title 
5 U.S. Code 552 (b) (1) and (b) (3) of the FOIA. It is not possible to 
reasonably segregate meaningful portions of the withheld pages for 
release. 

The withholding of the information by the CIA constitutes a denial 
of your request and you have the right to appeal this decision to the 
Agency Review Panel within 45 days from the date of this letter. If 
you decide to file an appeal, it should be forwarded to the following: 
Ms. Kathryn I. Dyer, Information and Privacy Coordinator, Central 
Intelligence Agency, Washington, DC 20505. Please explain the basis 
of your appeal. Cite CIA #F-2000-00424 assigned to your request so 
that it may be easily identified. 

During the processing of your request, information was disclosed 
which is under the purview of another government agency. This office 

has no authority to release the record and it us being referred, along 
with your request, for appropriate action under the FOIA, and direct 
reply to you. 
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We are continuing to review other titles you have requested and 
will respond to you by separate correspondence when our review is 
complete .

OB his way through in.ciKia, Source per sonally a ppeared at t|ie Hungarian 
Legaticm in Vi«ma at O9OO hours, 1— and was informed that the 

necessary risa for source and his faaiiy to enter Huogary had been smt to 
the IBUSZ Trayel Kgisncj, located at 26 Kaemtnerstrasse, fienna 1, Austria, 
and could be picked up at 1300 hours on that date. Source obtained the 
risa as prescribed and reeeived no instructions regarding his projected 
trip, or any restrictions applicable thereto* The risa was described as a 
pitUc folder, approximately 2;^ by k inches, folded, with a center page 
irtiich could be i*emoTed. The writing on the risa was in the German and 
Hungarian languages and source filled out the visa with the desired infer- 
maticm in so far as possible, with the aid of his youngest son, who has 
seme knowledge of the German language.

by his wife, L \ and their two sons, CL- and^t tZ" ) There 

were no controls by ^»trian officials, and as source approached the 
Austrian - BazH(arian border he noted a barrier across the highway. Beyond 
the barrier, a customs ho^e was located on the left side of the road, 
fttjrther ahead was another barrier crossing the road. Source parked his 
vehicle in front of the customs house and a uniformed guard appeared from 
inside the building, and requested source U papers. After a cxirsory 
exaainati(»i he motioned for source to enter the building. Source entered 
the building accompanied by his ymmgest son. Source's wife and other 
son reaained in their v^iicle. Source proceeded to a table located directly 
to his front, and occupied by two other uniformed officials. He was 
moticHied to a seat by one of the officials behind the table. ^Mediately

following •oare«*s ccmpljing with tlxM* in* t ructions, tte official froa 
outside, who had taJcon his pspors, ontorod the hoiliiDg and placed his 
papers oa the table in frtmt of the two seated officials. Source's 
limited obserration of the official who had taken his pspers preclxided a 
description, lis was wearing a brown unifona as was the officials 
seated behind the table. These uniforas wlnv^further describe as 
beisc: coapeeed of a coat and trousers. The officials wore low quarter 
shoes. Ss wMpoRS were obserred* In distinguishing the officials seated 
behind the table, source noted that both officials wore shoulder boards 
•f a dark shade of brown. The official to his left, ss he faced the 
table, had one star en his shoulder board, and the •ffieial to the ri^t 
had two stars* Source described these stars to be of a netallc silrer, 
the approximate color of pewter. He ebserred no ether identifying factors 
regarding the uniform. Located on another table to the rear of the two 
officials there were two caps, serrice type with bill, facing away from 
him. 

(2) The official with two stars motioned source to take a 
seat at the table beside him and began examining source ts passport, Tisa, 
and other papers presented to the guard outside. Upon eoi^iletion of this 
eursoxy examirmtion, the official iremored the center portion from the visa 
folder, which he retained, and stamped it. The other portion of the Tisa was 
also stamped and returned to source. A ctirsory exaaination was made of 
source's passport and it was also Btamped. The official asked source how 
much money he had in his possession and source counted bis money wiUiout 
remoring it frcn his wallet, informing the official that he had lAO US dollars 
and 1600 Austrian shillings. This informaticm was recorded and source was 
mot queried regarding the monies in the possession of the other members of 
his party. The official then completed another form querying source 
coneeming radios and cameras in the source's possession. Source declared 
the car radio in his T^icle b«t ererlooked the small portable transistor 
radio in the possession of his son. Be noted the esaeras also bmt was 
only required to proTide the name of the manufacturer. The paper 
eontainlifig the aeeetmtihg of the radios and cameras was stamped by the 
official and returned to source with instructions that the paper would be 
{»*esented at the time source d^>arted the country. The official prepared 
another fona for tdiich the latemational Motor Ijasurance Card (Green 
Card), wl^ch source bad iiteluded ameing the Tisa and passports submitted, 
tfid not suffice. Im eeapletiag this form, aooree was asked to present his 
vmhiele rsgistraticm amd driver's license. These deeimwnts were returned 
to source after the form was completed, together with another card which 
source understood to be a third party insurance binder, and he was requested 
to pay 20 Hungarian Fmrimts far this insurance. \lpcQ iaf«raing the official 
that he did not hare any Hungarian eurrency in his possess icm, source was 
directed to another table located neaiH^, where he would be able to oonrert 
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his curr^ncj. Source pr«»«nted four twenty dollar bills in U5 eurreacy 
to the iadlTlduAl at this table, «bcM he could describe only as being dressed 
in cirilian clothes* The exchanger returned two of the bills indicating 
that this was te such aoney to be exchanged. Source asked if there was aay 
restriction regarding the aaouat of Boney he could ecmrert, and the exchanger 
responded by inquiring as to how muoj pe<^le were in aourcA'f party. Source 
replied that there were four persons and the exchanger took one of the 
bills back aitd conrerted sixty dollars into Hungarian Forints, Jn exchange 
for the sixty US dollars, source r*ceiTed 1,364.20 Bungarian Forints. 
Source returned to the official who had been processing his papers, gare 
hiJR the prescribed aaount, and was further infonaed thftt it was also required 
that he purchase a road aap of Ihingary and a city plan of IKidapest. These 
iteas aaounted to 11 Forints, which source paid, and his processed and 
stanped papers were returned to him. Source was instructed that iqxxi arriral 
at his hotel in ^^udapest, he would {Hresent the passports, together with the 
regaining portion of the piidc rlsa folder, to the clerk at the hotel. The 
official then instructed source to follow hia outside, and procoeded directly 
to source 's vehicle, the only Tehicle in the vicinity. 

(3) The official directed source to open the rear door of the 
station wagon, and uptm coapliance, source was instructed to open a suitcase 
and handbag. After merely glancing at the contents, the official indicated 
he was satisfied, walked ai^ound the vehicle, looking In the windows, and 
■otioned to source that he could proceed on his Journey. 

(4) Source estinated the entire border processing to have 
consumed approidjwtely 40 ainates. Veither be, nor aqy nember of his family, 
was subjected to any physical search, and ths attitude on the part of the 
^tffietftls was eourteous and eempletely bttsinesslike* Source noted that 

in addition to the three uniformed men mentioned, and the civilian money 
changer, he also observed a womin in the building nbo appeared to be the 
i^rator of a small refreshment eounter located therein. Also» another 
uniformed official was observed in a corridor at the other end of the 
building. This portion of the building appeared to contain small offices. 
So other persons were observed exespt another traveler yiho appeared to be 
mndergoing exit ]^Pocessing and who departed iMediatelj following source's 
entering the boilding. Source fyvthsr noted that during his processing, 
the customs official imimritg one star, answered a telephone call'. Source . 
heard this of ficial use the word ■Mmsrikaniseber" (American), listen for 
a moment, and leave building. Smwdiately following this official's 
departure, source heard a motorcycle engine start near the building and 
depart into the distance. The •ffieial returned in approximately^ fiVe 
minutes, vi^Mut eomment, mild returned to his chair* Source had not 
observed a motorcycle in the vicinity of the building, ~aor did he hear a 
motorcycle return to the building. 
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(5) As dir*ct«d by the •fflelal, aoure* proceeded on his 
Joornej towmrd Budapest, and as his rehiele approached the second barrier> 
it was raised. After passing the secockl barrier, source obsenred 12 
uniformed soldiers, staggered along both sides of the road, at approziMately 
100 yard interrals. Ihey did not appear to be engaged in any type of 
actirity. Sose were leaning against trees; and others were jsoring about, 
appearing to be sentries. They glanced casually at the TefaSlcls as it pro- 
ceeded but displayed no other interest. All weire araed with sub-aachine 
guns, and attired in elire drab colored uniforas, eoaprised of jacket and 
trousers, similar to the old blanket type OD voif ot«b worn by US troops 
daring Vk>rld War II.

(1) On his retuni trip, source arrived at the Hegyeshalooi, 

Btmgary (XP6109), border checkpoint at approodjoately 1430 hours, 

*L \ Source observed the saae individuals to be present as at the tijBe~of 

his entrance into ifcmgary, with the eareeption that the aoney changer and 
the woaan who appeared to be operating the refreshokent stand. Also, 
source noted that another individual was located outside of the ctuitosu 
control house, and appeared to be responsible for operating a control 
dcTice, located at the corner of the sustoas control bouse, which raised, 
or lowered, the barriers located across the road on each side of the eustoas 
eentrol house. This individual was attired in a siailar \mifom to those 
worn by the officials described st tlie tiae ef entry; however, the quality 
was not a:8 good and the individual speared to be a soldier sentry, as 
9ppoB9d to the officials who prscesssd travelers. Source was unable to offer 
any further description of the Isittor iadividual except that he did not 
a^>ear to be araedl 

{i) Source parked his vehicle in front of the custoas control 
house, disaounted, and entered the building. Ne presented his passport, 
pink visa card, eostoas doclaration, oad allied paper to the saae individual 
that had effected his initial processing ytoma entering the ceuntxy. The 
off ieial staaped the pink visa card, which he retained, source *s passport, 
and affixed staape to the insurance card indicating a 30 Hungarian Forints 
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refund. The currencj declaration, coatpleted at ti»e of entry, waa initialed 
by the official and retained. lk> questions were asked in this regard. The 
eustoos declaraticm indicating the eaaeras and radio in the possession of 
source at the ti»e of entiy was also initialed and retained by the official. 
Upon coopletion of the processing of soiiree's papers, source inquix>ed as 
to the disposition of the Hungarian currency that he still had in his 
possession. The Ifcmgarian currency, iX oonrerted to US currency, would 
aaount to ii2 dollars. Tbs official checked the ourrsn^ declaration 
prepared at the tijse of entry, and infomed source that the declaration 
indicated source had conTerted 20 US dollars into Hungarian Forints at 
the time of his entry and therefore had obtained the additional currency 
elsewhere. Source attoapted to explain that he had not obtained Hungarian 
currency at any place except the 60 dollars that was conrerted at the 
tiae he entered the country. This «3q}lanation was not effective due to 
language difficulties, and source forgot that the official had in his posses- 
sion the paper indicating tbs currency transaction that had , taken place. 
The official inforaed source that he wsuld hare to expend the Hwgarian 
currency in his possession and referred source to a novelty and sourenir 
shop located in the building. Source atteapted to sell the currency to 
trsTelers processing for entry into Hungary without success, and purchased 
several iteas, to include vases and liquors at the novelty aand souvenir 
counter, expending all of the Hungarian money in his possession with the 
exception of 20 Hungarian Forints. 

(3) Dviring the period that source was engaged in expending 
the Hungarian curren<7 in his possession, the official that had been doing 
his exit processing, had source's son accoapany hia to their vehicle 
parked outside. He izistructed the boy to open the rear of the station wagon 
and casually examined the saas two pieces of luggage that were checked at 
the time of entzy. The official walked about ths vehicle looking through 
the vindc*r8, and then opened the rear door of the vehicle on the ri^t 
side, be looked under the rear seat, and instructed source ^s son to pull 
the aovable back porticm of the rsar seat forward. Source *s soii did not 
ttnderstand, sAithe tiae, what \A» official aeant, and the official dismissed 
the Instructions, and indicated that the processing was coaplete and they were 
peralttvd to pg-oceed to Austria, No other search was conducted and, upon 
source's return to the vehicle, they departsd. The barrier across thtt' 
road on the Austrian side was raised by the sentry observed at the coz^r 
of Uie eusioas control hoase. Source sstiaated the tiMS consuaed In his 
exit processing to have been approodaately one auid one half hours. 
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(1) Oc following the eoaipletion of border 

processing, source proeeadsd to Budapest, Hungary via Hungarian routs #1« 
At no tijae (buriqg the period ttet he was within Rw^ary was source, or any 
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MBb«r of his party, stepped, or vubjected to Dj type of controls whatsoever, 
Cb the trip to Budapest, Source stej^ted along the hi^way several tiaes, atid 
on one occasion pieiiieked. They aroused considerable curieKltj aa<»g the 
local inhabitants, bat did not establish any ctmtact because of the language 
barrier. Scwrce stepped in Qyor, Hungary, for a short time, to view a few 
si^ts of iaterest, aad then proceeded directly to Budapest, 

(2) Upoo arrival in Budapest, source proceeded directly to 
the Hotel Mstropole, and Xb» entire faaily entered the hotel with the 
exception of the oldest son who regained in the vehicle with the luggage. 
The clerk at the reception desk spAe Ehgllsh. Source presented his passport 
and stamped visas, which tlie clerk retained and returaed Uie following day. 
Source ccsopleted and signed a registration fora. The clerk ejq>lained that 
by retaining the passports and visas, he would: be able to aeeoaplish all of 
the required procedures. This would include the preparation of peal tickets, 
which source would be issued to exchange for his aeals, either in that hotel, 
or those indicated on the be<^et. There were no p<Mrter8 available, and 
source aiid his sons ••Jn'ied the luggage to an elevator, which took them to 
their accomodations eta the fourth floor of the hotel. Source noted that 
the acc(»iodation8 consisted of three adjoining roems. 'The toilet vas 
located in the hall. He further noted that during their stay at the hotel, 
every move was observed by the elevator operator who appeaired to be on the 
fourth floor whenever anyone left the room to go to the toilet. All mccosi- 
■odations, to include subsistence had been arranged through the American 
Express Ccaapany and the hotel personnel were friendly, considerate"* and 
cooperative. Source inquired as to the availability of tours from the 
hotel but was informed that the hotel did not smgage in thijB endeavor. At 
the time of check out from the hotel, the clerk appeared to stamp the visa 
and his passport; however, source did not examine the stamp. On the return 
trip to the border check point, source followed the sai^e route used upoh 
entering the country, aad followed the same procedure of stepping and 
viewing interesting sights.

tha iustria-Sancary border. Prior to arrival at the ooatrol poiat, aa iuatriaa 1 
official ofaaekad tha aaaroa'a paaapart aad faariad hia aa to tha aaount of 
Austrian eurrancy ha «aa oarr7ia|r> A& ladiTidual ia otsriliaa elathas with a 
button on his coat lapal, ahich identified hia aa a Buifhpaat police official, 
picked up aourea*s paaaport, aad atatad that ha vould return it ia taa aiauteat 
vhich he did. At tha ooatrol paint » the paaaporta were picked ap by a paraon 
wearing a brown unifom with brdwn shoulder boards with let lieutenant insignia, 
the passports were taken into a l<mg low building on tha north aide of the tracks. 
The Austrians also had euatoas control in this building. Bia train was detained 
30 ainutes at this point. The source did not see the pereon who returned the 
passports to the train, but his passport was returned to hia ahortly after the 
train got nadar way.

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Vpon arrival Ih Budapest, th* aourc* was Mt at the station b/ a faaale 
rspresentatiTS of HUSK. She ellca^:•d a taxi for the trip to the Hotel Astoria, 
where the source stayed, fhe source's hotel aoooaodatloas had been ehaaged due 
to the crowded oeaditioas resultia^ frea the lar^e attendance at the iadastrial ^ 
trade fair which was in progress. Ihe source had be«a iasued a piak police pass c: 
along with his yiaa. It was taken at the hotel daak along wiUi his passport. ^ 
fhe police pass was staaped and returned together with his passport on the after<>?^ 
noon of <fc« 4 Bie source was required to pay 20 Forints for this serriee, but ro 
did not understand what the charge was for. The pass was returned to the authori-^ ' 
tias at the border control point. Ihe source had paid IBDSZ in adranea for first ^ 
class hotel aooonodations which he did not reoeire. fhe IBDSZ representative at 
the hotel could not rainburse the source, but aettled the natter bj issuing the '-^ 
source additional neal oeupons which the source could use at Vkm hotel restaurant ^ 
and other eating establishments designated by IBUSZ. He recouped his noney in 
Fbrints with the aid of the head waiter at the hotel. Vpon departure fron the 
hotel, the source was tranaported to the railroad station in a chauffeur driven 
sedan, again aecostpanied by a feaiale representative of- IBDSZ.

While 
sightseeing in the area souroa observed a twelve story building with a large 
antenna aaunted on the roof. The top four floors had balconias In which were 
aounted objects siailar to radar aereen. These were both round and bulldoxer 
blade The tfouFoe eeuld hear aa audible huaaing aeund eaitting frea the 

building. The building was aael^sed by a fence. There were no ailitazy personnel 
in the area. '%m was inforaed that this was a telairiaiM aatanaa. 

The aouroa atated that all aeals were of excellant fuality. le ordered 
orange juice for breakfast the first aoming and discovered that it oest hia 
eighty cents for a aaall glass. 6pon inquixy, he discovered there was a eriti- 
oal shortage of such itaas and alao eggs and aeat. Ha noted that the paople had 
to stand in long lines to acquire ^ese itaas. 

The source could not state peaitively whether his baggage had been 
aearched, but he did find his hol^l rooa door open on several occasions, and 
thouj^t at one tiae that hia oaaera had been taapered with. Although the eouroe

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Operational Information, Hungary » Source who traveled by train 
gery during the period 20 May to 30 Hay I96I furnished the following! 

a* Crustoms control entry 1 Source arrived at Eegyeshalom (XP 6IO9) 
at approximately 1740 hours, 20 May I96I. The train remained at this station 
approximately forty minutes, until the Hungarian customs officials completed 
their border crossing control procedures, which were as follows: 

(1) One xmiformed customs official went through the railroad 
car examining end collecting all passports* 

(2) A second uniformed customs official went through the 
train car asking everyone if they were carrying cigarettesy coffee or 
chocolate into Etingary. It the same time, this customs official exemined 
all suitcases. This search was very cursory. In the case of source* this 
customs official asked source to open his suitcase* Ihen soiirce did this* 
the custoffls'~offioial merely looked under a suit, whioh source packed on the 
top of the rest of his belongings, and then indicated that source could 
close the suitcase* This customs official noted that source was in possession 
of a brief oase* He asked source what he was carzylng in it* Source stated 
that this Case contained some toilet articles. The customs official was 
apparently satisfied with this answer and did not require source to open his 
brief case* 

(3) A third customs pffioial, in the company of an IfiUSZ 
representative ( Went through the trai^' car asking the passengers if they were 
in possession of a camera, and how much^money they were entering Hungary with* 
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The IBUSZ representative changed foreign currencies into Hungarian currency 
upon request. Source indicated that he was in possession of a camera and 
West German currency. The customs official indicated the amount of West 
German currency in source's possession and that he had a camera on a 
certificate of valuables, of which source received a carhon copy. Source 
was informed that when he exits Hungary, he would have to fexrhibit this 
certificate; otherwise he could not take his camera with him when he leaves 
Hujigary. 

b. Customs control exit: At 0050 hours, JO May I96I, source 
departed Budapest on the "Orient Arlberg" express train, bound for Vienna. 
At approximately 0250 hours, this train arrived at the Hegyeshalom border 
crossing station. The train remained at this ststion approximately two 
hours. Source's passport and police registration document were collected 
by a Hungarian customs official. Source's belongings were not searched 
and he was asked no questions. The train departed from Hegyeshalom at 
approximately O45O hours, and arrived in Vienna at 'O7IO hours. During the 
trip from Hegyeshalom to Vienna, an Austrian customs official returned his 
passport to him. 

c. Internal Controls: 

(1) About one half hour prior to arriving in Budapest, a 
customs official returned source's passport to him. Source observed that 
over the Hungarian visa, entered in his passport, the customs officials 
stamped a notice of entry, indicating the date that source arrived in 
Hungary. vVhen source gave up his passport, he also gave up a police 
registration document, which registered source, with the police in Budapest. 
This registration document was returned to source with the last of the 
three perforated sections removed. Source arrived at the East liailroad 
Station in Budapest at 2030 hours. 

(2) After arriving in Budapest, source immediately proceeded 
by taxi to the Hotel Ifemzeti, Budapest, VII Josef Ko rut. Source reported 
to the hotel receptionist and received his hotel reservations. He was 
registered in to room 74. This receptionist instructed so-ufce to leave his 
passport and police registration doctiment with him. In this regard, source 
was infoimed^ that the hotel would take care of registering source with the 
police, and for this reason the hotel needed source's passport and police 
registration document. He was informed that these documents would be 
returned to him on 22 May I96I. This receptionist also gave source a coupon 
slip, bearing 18 detachable coupons. This coupon slip entitled source to 
six breakfasts, six lunches and six suppers at the Hotel Wemzeti. 

(5) "flhen source, on 22 May I96I, went to his hotel room to 
retire for the night, he noted indications that his belongings in the room 
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may have been searched during the day. Specifically, when he left the 
room that morning he left the head of the key in the clothes wardroom in 
a diagonal position, and when he examined this key upon returning to his 
room that nirht, he noted that the head of the key was in a vertical 
position. Further, he noted that one of the latches on hi^s hrief case 
was not closed.

rlsa was returned to hln by the Sheffler guide upon boarding the bus at 
Frankfurt /Haln* 

b» Border controls-entry: Upon departure from Vienna, Austria menbers 
of the tour were issued forms on which they were required to list all types and 
amounts of monies In their possession* At the border crossing point, Hegyeshalom 
(XP6i09), Hungary, these forms were picked up, Souroe obserred no eridenoe of 
fencing or watchtowers on the border. At the obeckpoint In Eegyeshalom, Oingary, 
source obserred six uniforaed personnel* Ihlforms were khaki in color of what 
appeared to be wool witerial. Two of the individuals were armed with pistols 
and four with aub machine guns equipped with drum-type magasines.

■obile by looking tmder the hood of the rehicle and into the rear of the ear. x 
Several packages were on the back seat of the oar. The guard did act ezaalne >^ 
these packages but aaked what they contained. When the source explained that 
they were only saall gifts for hia relatives, the guard did not exaaine thea. 
The souroe returned to the check point building with the guard and was required 
to open his suitcases. After the suitcases were op^, the guard did not aeareh 
thea, but visually exaained the contents that could easily be seen. He exaained 
the travel docuaenta of the source and inatructed hia to report to the polioe 
in Sopron and register with thea. He then took the Beisepass (passport) of the 
source to another reoa and, in approxiaately five (3) ainutes, returned, and . 
told the source he was free to proceed. The aource departed, froa Hungary at 
the same crossing point. The exaaination of his personal effects was negligible 
on departure. When the source arrived in Sopron, he went directly to his hotel 
and registered. He aentioned that he had been told to report to the police and 
register, bat the hotel personnel told hia that this would not be necessary as 
they would extraot the necessary inforaation froa hia papers and register with 
the police for hia. 

While in Hungary for thirteen days, the source traveled approxiaately 6OO 
kilooeters through Testem Hungary and was not checked for docuaentation or 
stopped by the police at any tiae. He did notice that his Tolkswagen with 4 
Geraan license plates attracted the attention of the local populace and was 
the objeot of curious stares whenever he stopped. 

Food and lodging was good at the hotel where source stayed, and there 
were aany iteas on the hotel aenu, such as veal, pork and batter, that the 
sourost through conversations with relatives, deterained were not readily 
available in stores to the average person. The source also noticed people 
waiting in long lines in front of aeat aarkets before they were open in order J 
to be able to purchase aeats in short supply. 

Froa discussiras with relatives and close friends, the source received 
the iapression that the aajorlty of the people in Hungary are definitely 
against the present regiae. She only persons who appear to be satisfied are 
those individuals who have never known any other type of life and are in 
relative positions of authority under the present regiae. Source was told by 
friends and relatives that people hesitate to send their children to ohuroh 
or go to church theaselvee since this is an indication to persons in authority 
that they are unreliable. 

Shortly before leaving Hungary, a tire of the source's autoaobile was 
daaaged beyond repair. The souroe atteapted to purohase a replaceaent in 
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Sopron but the only tires aTty^sble were bicycle and BOtorcycle tires. Since 
the source's rise was due to expire » he returned to Austria without a spare 
tire. 

fbe source was able to purchase gasoline for his autoaobile at approxi- 
■ately the same price as in West Oermany, but was required to purchase 
coupons of fire (S) liters each at the post office and exchan^ thea for ^ 
gasoline at the gasoline stations. The source heard ruaors that this system/^ A) 
is due to be changed shortly, and that individuals will be able to purchase ^ 
and pay for gasoline at the stations. Highways were generally good throughout 
Vestem Hxingary, but traffic was rery light.

1. J/f) DOCUMENTATION ; Source's documentation included a U.S. Passport, 
a Military I.D. Card, Leave Form, DA 31, and a Hungarian Visa, issued by 

Hungarian Consulate in Vienna, Austria, or^ ^ • only documentation 

checked during the entire trip was the passport contsiining the visa. 

2. {Jir) METHOD OF ENTRY ; Source accompanied a totir group organized by 
SCHEFFLER TOUR AGENei, Main Office, GAFJ^ISCH, Germany, Branch Office, Frantfurt/ 
Main, Fahrgasse Str. ^3. All correspondence by and to Source was with the 
branch office in Frankfurt/^. Application > for visa was also made through the 

agency and required from the middle of< . ^to obtain the 

visa. Application in triplicate and six (6) I.D. photos were necessary. 

3- -V^T THE TOUR ; The tour was conducted by the Agency reported above 
consisting of 120 persons. Approx. 4.0 persons constituted a bus load. In 
the bus ridden by source, all were American except the tour director, his wiXe 

emd the driver. The tour started on^/___ Fraokfurt/Vi. , passing 

through Heidelberg and Munich in Germany picking up other members of the tour 
group and crossing the Austrian border at Salzburg the same date.

Tour left Budapest 
at approx. 1300 hrs,'£___ jand recrossed the border at approx. 1700 

hrs same date, 

4- » CONTROLS ; The controls as explained below were the same for 
both entry and exit, except where indicated. The tour buses, upon arrival 
at thepole barrier at the Hungarian border, were only allowed to proceed 
through the barrier one at a time. (This point applicable only upon entry.) 

Ab the necessary controls were finished on one bus it proceeded toward its des- 
tination and anotherwas euLlowed through the barrier. Once inside the barrier 
a guard entered the bus, checked the passport picture against the person 
cfiirrying the passport, collected all passports and departed the bus for the 
customs or guard house. While waiting for the guard to retxirn, persons were 
allowed off the bus and they could go to the guard house but were not allowed 
to wander around the area or get nearer to the actual border than thebus 
location. 

During this Interim period the tour director passed around a group 
declaration sheet on which all persons had to account for all currency, radios 
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£Lnd/or cameras with them. Approximately 20 minutes after the guard departed 
with the passports, he returned, distributed the pasBportB and with them a 
slip of paper, approx. 5" x 8" to be turned in upon exiting the country. 
This slip requested the following info: name, occupation, destination, 
purpose of travel, D/POB, duration of stay and location of stay. (Note; 
upon exiting, the slips were taken from those who had them, but in a very 
lax manner and no trouble was encountered when it was determined a few had 
been lost. ) No further controls were evidenced tmtil the tour arrived in 
Budapest and at the hotel passports were again collected. They were, however, 
returned upon request the next morning with no new entries of any type. 

5. Isr) CUSTOMS CONTROLS ; No individual customs controls were exerted. 
Upon exiting, however, the driver had to empty the baggage compartment to a 
point where it could be determined that nothing other than baggage was being 
carried. \ 

6. CURRENCIES ; The tour group was informed by the director that 
any currency converted would not be reconverted. Source attempted to convert 
U.S. dollars and DMW but was only able to convert dollars. The exahange rate 
was 23.10 Forintz - 1.00 dollar. Conversion slips were -"requested upon exiting 
but no trouble was encountered when it was revesiled that all persons had not 
retained them. 

7. Ic) ITB-iS OF INTEREST ; During the actual debriefing on Source's 
stay in Budapest it was determined that he had very little of intelligence 
interest that could not be overtly obtained. The following described points 
are listed to help either confirm or deny known information. 

y a. Source was able to clearly see the Austro-Hungarian border 
strip in the near vicinity of the legal crossing point Hegyeshalom. (For 
his impression - see Sketch, Annex 1 to this Incl.). Also noted at the 
border were four (4) guards, two (2) wearing long overcoats and two (2) 
wearing breeches and short jackets. All other clothing and accessories 
appeared the same - boots (black) add short-billed caps with a red star 
emblem. All uniforms were brown in color. The two (2) guards in long over- 
coats were the only ones armed, one (1) with a submachine gun (ui Hungarian) 
and the other with a pistol (ui bype). 

b. The tour group was billeted at the Hotel GELLERT (on BUDA side). 
This hotel is considered by source as one of the finest he has stayed in in 
Europe. The food was apparently excellent and the prices very reasonable. 
(Shown as point 1 on Stadtpian - Annex 2.) 

✓c. Annex 3: Pictures of the only bridge in Budapest across Danube 
that has not been reconstructed. Source assumes from a large quantity of 1 
meter granite blocks piled near the old br£|ge abutment on the Buda side, 
that reconstruction is planned or about to start. (Shown on Stadtplan, Annex 
2 as Pt. 4) 



v^d. Annex Pictures of the "Liberty" Bridge, taken from both sides 
of the Danube.

While touring the school, source observed- an EngHsh class 
in session and was requested to make a recording of one of the English lessons 
so that the pupils could study the correct manner of speech and accent. 
Source declined the invitation. During this tour several of the group 
(American teachers) acquired copies of some of the text books being used. 
The names of the group members are not known, however, some are from Heidelberg 
and some from Munich. Actual classroom teaching hours are from O9OO hrs to 
1300 hrs Monday through Saturday. From I3OO hrs till ? is for individual 
study. (Not shown on Annex 2) 

w g. Annex 7: This picture created some speculation on Source's part. 

There is apparently no underground transpotation or .-subway in Budapest but 
the blaclf and white sign in the middle of this picture would lead one to 
believe that such existed. (Approx. loc shown on Stadtflan, Annex 2 as Pt. 5) 

h. Annex 8; Pictures of AKADMIA Street. While taking these 
pictures. Source wa^ arrested? (detained) by a pdiceman and a soldier. Soxirce 
was then escorted by the two to the building indicated by a red arrow on the 
photo. The entrance was guarded by two (2) young soldiers, believed to be 
Hungarian, however, source admits the situation was anxious enough so little 
detail was noted. A man in civilian clothes came to the front entrance and 
seeing that source was an American tourist, smiled and waved him away. No 
reason was determined for the detention, (not indicated on Annex 2 as exact 
street location could not be remembered.) 

vi. Annex 9: Picture, taken from a moving bus on return trip, is of 
what source believes to be an oil refinery. OiJ refinery located on S side 
of GTOR-BUDAPEST. Highway approx. 1/2 hour distance E of GSOR. Bus speed 
estimated at U5-50 miles per hour. NFIA. 

j. Annex 10: Picture, taken from a moving bus on return trip, is 
of a hillside in near vicinity E of BICSKE on N side of BICSKE-BUDAPEST 
Highway. The guide was speaking of a coal wnd mining region as source was 
taking this picture. 

On the retxim trip from BUDAPEST, sovirce waw approx. 800 meters 
N of BICSKE-BUDAPEST Highway approx. 20 minutes W of Budapest what appeared 
to be a Russian Kaserne, Due to distance and speed of bus (4-5-50 miles per 
hour), little detail could be seen. Source estimates Kaserne composed of 
approx. 100 barracks type buildings. Also one (1) other passenger commented 
that he saw the "Hammer & Sickle" flying in Kaserne area. NFIA. 
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1. On the fceturn trip by bus; Source saw, what he believed to be 
a Hungarian kaseme on S side of GIOR-BUDAPEST Highway approx 15 min E of 
Gyor. The entire installation appeared to be composed of one (1) quadrangle 
type building (weathered grey stone) surrounded by a two (2) meter high 
black iron picket fence. An entrance to the quadrangle faced the Gyor- 
Budapest Highway and a small portion of the interior court yard could be 
vlewwd. Source observed within the court interior approximately five (5), 
light arty pieces (field or einti-tank).

Due 
to speed of the bus and darkness little ddtail was noted. Source was not 
aware it was a military installation 4ntil he observed the arty pieces.

the main opera house in BUDAPEST, in an attempt to determine the 
plot of the opera being presented, eotirce learned (by asking) that a man 
sitting three seats away spoke excellent English with a^British accent. 
During the intermission the individual and source conversed freely about the 
opra. It was determined that the two (2) women sitting between them were 
of the same family, one his wife, the other his mother-in-law. After the 
opera source invited them to his hotel for a drink and they in turn invited 
him, after the drink, to their home. During the evening the following 
information was learned :

.1. The Information provided by Source I3066 with regard to the issue 
of new basic identity documents (SZEMELYI lOAZOLVANY) to all Hungarians 
\BMier the age of 40 does not conform to information available to this 
unit and is considered basically Incorrect. 

2. !Rie existence and use of a new format Hungarian basic identity 
document has long been known to this unit. This change was anticipated 
as early as 1957 idien the new so-called "Kadar" emblem was adopted by 
the post-revolutionary government. According to one source debriefed by 
3FD, the new documents were available as early as October 1957 but In 
some areas the Issue of old format documents was continued until their 
supply was exhausted. Another source debriefed reported that a new format 
document had been Issued to her husband in the Spring of 1958 as a replace- 
ment for a soiled dociiment. Ibere is reason to believe that the new format 
documents were issued In relatively small numbers during 1958 as replace- 
■ents for lost or damaged documents and as original Issue doements to 
those reaching their l6th birthday. It is certain, however, that eld format 
documents wei*e still used for these purposes in at least one megye or county 
as late as March 1959- As late as 3 October 1959* NBP3ZABAD3A0, Mie of the 
two principal dally Budapest newspapers carried an announcement by the 
National Police Headquarters of the Ministry of Interior to the effect that 
Identity documents idilch were to expire in 1959 would become invalid on 30 
November 1959* Those idw had not yet exchanged their expiring Identity docu- 
ments were Instructed to report to their police headquarters imnediately. 
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3. TRie original mass Issuance of identity documents for persons l6 
Tears of age and older took place In Hungary in 19^ and 195^ • ~ At that 
tine all doeunents had a TalidltT of 3 years only. Subsequently, in June 
1956, a regulation changed this as to persons over 30 years of age. Under 
the new law, documents of persons from age 30 to 50 were giyen a validity 
period of 10 years and those of perscms over 50 were to have indefinite 
validity. This new regulation was given effect during the revalidation 
campaign following the October 1956 revolution idien all Szemelyi Igazolvany 
had to be presented to police authorities within a given tine. Revalidation 
cane in the form of a reddish atanp pasted on the inside back cover of every 
basic identity document. The only information entered on this stamp was 
the terminal validity date of the doc\iment. ?or those iinder 30 the validity 
date on the stamp was the same as that originally indicated in the document; 
for those between 30 and 50 the stamp showed a termlrial validity date exactly 
3 years later than that originally entered in the document and for those over 
30 the word indefinite was entered on the stamp. Documents Issued after the 
revalidation campaign did not get revalidation stamps. 

4. Large scale issue of the new format identity documents probably started 
in some areas early in 1959 *hon, according to newspaper and radio announcements, 
all persons in possession of documents tdiich were to expire during the 1959 year 
were inquired to exchange them starting 2 January 1959- These announcements 
outlined the procedure for the exchange and included a statement on the manner 
in idiich inhabitants would be notified as to the time when they were to apply 

to their local police headquarters for their new identity documents. 

5. In line with the above, basic identity documents of the large majority 

of those between the ages of 21 to 36 have or will have their documents exchanged 
during 1959 or I960. This could easily create the general impression that people 
under 40 have been issued the new format document. 

6. On the other hand, Inforaation available to this unit leads us to believe 
that so far* unexpired documents of the old format have not been exchanged for 
the new documents unless: 

a. their validity period expired or will expire some time during 
1959 or i960 

b. the originally issued document had to be replaced because of its 
loss or damaged condition 

c. the name of the bearer has changed throu^ marriage or otherwise 

d. an error has been noted or discovered in the bearer's document 

7. The discrepancy noted in the docvusentary cover material provided for the 
Source's April IBC mission to Hungary has been i>reviously discussed with 66th 
MI Qroup personnel in Munich. In and of themselves the documents were not in 
error but it is a fact that the entry pertaining to military service did not 
correspond with material in the document legend.

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for records 
concerning various dossiers. Your request was received in this office on April 18, 2001. 

b. Our letter of May 2, 2001, providing you the requested records, pertaining to Hungary 
Operational Activities (FOIA #634F-01). 

As noted in our letter, we were coordinating with another government agency concerning the 
releasability of their information contained in the records. 

Coordination has been completed with an agency and a record has been returned to this office 
for our review and direct response to you. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
(EO) 12958. As a result of this review, one page of information has been denied in its entirety, 
as it is currently and properly classified SECRET according to Sections 1.3 (a) (2) and 1.5 (c) of 
EO 12958. This information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA 
pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b) (1). It is not possible to reasonably segregate meaningful 
portions of the withheld page for release. On March 9, 1999, the President exempted the files 
series in which these records are maintained from the automatic declassification provisions of 
EO 12958, Section 3.4, pertaining to classified records more than 25 years old. A brief 
explanation of the applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.3 (a) (2) of EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified SECRET if 
its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause serious damage to the 
national security. 
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
